necrff^ry m^tfures ihould be taken for the 
blockade of the coatk, rivers and ports, from 
the river Kibe to the port of BreÀ, both in- 
cluiive ; and the faid coafl, rivers and ports 
are, and mud be coniidered as bIock«ded — 
but that hi* m^jeáy is pleaff’d to declare,that 
fuch blockade fhall not extr'ñd to prevent
